G ro w n people are, 
w ith th«* rarest exception, aw akened by 
irritating fum es. 
If a man w ere 
tired and if his nose w ere naturally in­ 
sensitive to unpleasant odors, and es­ 
pecially if he w ere under the influence 
of drink, it might be possible to m ake 
him unconscious w h ile asleep.

even every doctor could do it.

eration would require the highest skill,

would succeed only once in a hundred 
times. 
If we take the case of spilling the 
chloroform in a room and thus im preg­ 
nating ¡ill tlw air of the room, the thing 
i- out of the question.

urged in real life with doing it —for 
t, e purpose of blackm ailin g them, for

self. If the room measures, say, 12 feet 
square and is 0 feet high, it would 
probably take a gallon of chloroform 
spilh d on the floor to make a man un­ 
conscious.
